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Making one of his rare public statements, General John J. 
the Armies of the United States and former commander of the A. EF. F., took the 
occasion of his 7Uth birthday anniversary, 13 Sept., to urge expansion of the Army 
to its authorized strength, proper training of the Army and National Guard and 
maintenance of a General Staff capable of undertaking any emergency war effort 
without delay. 

Several editors commented upon the statement; others had various comments to 
make for or against national defense expansion, which are summarized by the ex- 
cerpts below. 

The Washington, I). C., Star declares, “John J. Pershing, fifth ‘general of the 
armies’ in American history, in observance of his seventy-ninth birthday anniversary, 
has expressed himself with vigor on the need for building up our national defenses, 
The Nation should be grateful for such an expression from the man who led our armies 
in the World War and who, better than any other, should know what penalties we 
paid for our lack of preparedness in 1917. 

“With a world in flames, the Nation can do no better today than heed the advice 
of General Pershing to bring the Army up to its fully authorized strength, to give 
that Army proper training, to build up and train the National Guard and to main- 
tain a general staff capable of undertaking at once an emergency war effort. 

“The Federal Government is taking steps to apply the advice of General Persh 
ing. To the limit of available funds the War Department is carrying out large-scale 
field training exercises for the Army and Guard. Additional funds for this purpose 
probably will be asked and should be granted, 

“President Roosevelt, by proclamation establishing a limited national emergency 
because of the European war, has authorized the early increase in strength of the 
Army to 227,000, General Pershing has recommended that Congress provide funds 
for bringing the Army to full strength under terms of the National Defense Act of 
1920. This total is 280,000. 

“The fullest possible training and complete equipment should be given the 
National Guard so that it may fill its intended function as an ‘initial protective force’ 
in case of emergency,

“Congress could pay no better tribute to the gallant, able World War leader 
than to carry out to the full his moderate, sane recommendations for the insurance of 
our Nation against the threat of foreign aggression,” 

“General Pershing’s habitual reticence,” declares the New York Sun, “gives all 
the greater force to his birthday statement urging that Congress at the coming special 
session appropriate funds to bring the military establishments to its full authorized

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Editors Discuss General Pershing’s Plea for National Defense Expansion

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strength. This advice comes from one who had good reason to know of the de. 
plorable condition caused by unpreparedness twenty-two years ago. 

“Whether the war in Kurope is short or long, it is bound to have profound 
effects on the American national defense system. The reports that will flow into 
Washington from military observers in Europe will provide the material for studies 
which will affect the amount of money appropriated for national defense, the alloca- 
tion of that money to various arms and services and the preparation of strategic plans, 
General Pershing long ago demonstrated that retirement did not mean inactivity. The 
present crisis will not find him out of character. 

“As General John J. Pershing observes his seventy-ninth birthday he may be 
certain of two things: that the war has served to remind innumerable Americans of 
the services of the commander of the A. EF. F. and that a whole nation joins ip 
felicitations. The Secretary of War and the Chief of Staff of the Army are fortunate 
in having available for consultation one whose experience in the vast military oper. 
ations of 1917-1918 qualifies him as an expert adviser.” 


But, says the Chicayo Daily Tribune, “The administration in Washington should 
be given an ice pac and a febrifuge. It is exciting itself into a hysteria. ... Flighty 
executive orders are being issued under the power of the National Defense Act as if 
aun enemy were approaching our shores. 

“What is the purpose of running this fever? Why these demands which sound 
as if the country were being invaded? Who is making war on the United States or 
who is about to make war on the United States? Ali the country needs is to take 
sensible measures to equip its army, not for a war in 1939 or 1940, but for the future 
defense of the country against any one who would attempt to any time to assail 
our peace, That doesn’t require any excitement. It doesn’t need a condition of panic.” 
“Roiled down,” comments the Christian Science Monitor, “President Roosevelt's 
proclamation of a ‘limited national emergency’ appears as an action (1) to recruit 
the national defense Army, Navy, Marine Corps and National Guard—up 
to greater strengths but still well within the peace-time Congressional authorizations, 
and (2) to provide personnel and legal powers to combat propaganda, espionage and 
sabotage which might try to violate or undermine American neutrality. 

“The President was careful to empiasize that this does not evoke all the powers 
which might be squeezed from federal laws under the finding of a national emergency, 
The nation may be reassured by his restraint in this respect. A disposition to move 
carefully and not to assume more authority than is necessary will help to consolidate 
that sentiment of national unity which is of utmost importance in a crisis such as 
this.”

“1. The peace organization of the In- | 
fautry Division and component units 
thereof as shown on the attached charts 
js approved for the Army of the United 
States.

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Infantry Leadership 

Stressing the demands of real leader- 
ship in troublous times, Brig. Gen, Asa 
IL. Singleton, Infantry School com- 
mandant, in an address at exercises 15 
September at Fort Benning that marked 
the beginnig of a new school year, assured 
his student listeners that “a generous in- 
fusion of knowledge obtained by study” 
is not least among the important require- 
ments of military leadership. Ile 
promised that the courses they were about 
to start would pass in review before them 
“the latest thoughts of the Infantry.” 

For the opening exercises, which were 
informal and brief, enrolled in 
the four initial courses of the new school 
year assembled together. VPresent were 
160 officers and 33 enlisted students, 

Included in General Singleton’s wel- 
coming remarks was an expression of his 
hope that those enrolled in the courses 
would find opportunities while at > the 
school to become acquainted with the 
people of Columbus and the Chatta- 
hoochee Valley, whom he characterized as 
“most hospitable.” Friendships thus 
formed, he said, could contribute much to 
future happiness. 

Following General Singleton’s address, 
Col. Courtney Hl. Hodges, assistant com- 
mandant, discussed with the students the 
details of the courses upon which they 
were entering. 

General Singleton said: 

“TL extend to you a most cordial welcome to 
Kt, Benning and The Infantry School, I as- 
sure you that the entire garrison has looked 
forward to your coming with kindly interest 
and delightful anticipation, It is my desire 
that we keep our relations on a fellow oflicer 
status rather than permit the establishment 
of barriers between students and instructors, 

“The Infantry School is a link—«a most im- 
portant link —in the chain of military educa 
tion in the army of the United States, 

“When T stand before you today Tam ecar- 
ried back to my days as a young oflicer, Such 
thoughts force me to compare the limited and 
restricted sphere of formal military education 
available to,young officers at that time and 
the magnificent facilities of this and the other 
splendid army schools in which our officers 
of today may pursue their higher profes- 
sional training and education. 

“You are indeed fortunate to have so early 
in your career the splendid educational facili 
ties that were almost entirely absent when I 
Wis &# young aspirant seeking the menns of 
mastering my profession, 

“Your predecessors at this school have 
taken full advantage of their opportunity, and 
fam confident that you will also. 

“These are troublous times. It is not neces 
sary for me to remind this audience that 
troublous times demand real leadership.

“Webster defines a leader as a person who 
preceeds or directs in some action, opinion or 
movement. Leadership is a complex qualifi 
cation, and I shall not at this time attempt a 
discussion of the many factors, tangible and 
intangible, that go into its composition. I 
know, however, that you are interested in the 
question: what can this school do to assist 
you in the development of your leadership 
qualifications? My answer is that we can 
make one very important and very direct 
contribution. 

“While there are many requisites to leader- 
ship and I do not propose to discuss them in 
detail, I will say that not the least is ex- 
perience, plus a generous infusion of knowl 
edye obtained by study. 

“There are those who say that superior 
knowledge is the first requisite of leadership. 
While there are many other important quali- 
fications tiat a military leader must possess, 
yet it is certainly of paramount importance 
that he have a superior knowledge of his pro- 
fession if he is to be successful, 

“Knowledge, both theoretical and practical, 
is then the chief factor in leadership that this 
school proposes to contribute to you this 
year. 

“Ilow much you get of this all important 
phase of your development as a military 
leader will be in direet proportion to the 
effort you make. Tle who contributes gen 
erously of his efforts in thought and time will 
acquire much here. But let me warn you that 
even though we are justly proud of this 
school and its splendid inethods of instrue- 
tion, we cannot hope to provide you with 
knowledge without conscientious effort on 
your part to acquire it, 

“The school will pass in review before you 
the latest thoughts of the Infantry, warning 
you at the same time that changes are con 
stant and that you must keep an open and 
receptive mind. If at the end of your course 
you have learned to think logically about the 
various subjects of your profession you will 
have succeeded in mastering one of the most 
important fundamentals of leadership. Those 
who do not will be handicapped as leaders, 
no matter how highly developed may be their 
other qualifications, 

“We are particularly fortunate in having 
with us this year representatives of foreign 
armies, L trust that their stay among us will 
be profitable and pleasant. TI know that our 
«lose association with these gentlemen will be 
of great mutual benefit to us all. Tam indeed 
happy to have them with us. 

“LT wish to emphasize our welcome to the 
tevular Army sergeant instructors on duty 
with the National Guard who join us today 
for a refresher course, We are glad to have 
you back home with the Regular Army, even 
for the brief time of your course. 

“The City of Columbus—in fact this whole 
valley--is a most hospitable community. Our 
civilian contacts are many and delightfully 
cordial, It is my hope and expectation that 
you will find some opportunity to get ac 
quainted in the Valley, as we eall it, for I 
verily believe the friendships formed will 
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contribute to your happiness throughout life. 

“IT reiterate my welcome and leave you with 
the wish that at the end of your course at 
The Infantry School you will look back upon 
your stay here as highly enjoyable and profit- 
able.’

Regular Course, for regular army offi- 
cers, 116 students.

Probationary Army Commissions 

The War Department this week pro- 
mulgated regulations regarding officers 
serving under reyvocnble commissions as 
provided by the last Session of Congress. 

The levislation, enacted at the request 
of the War Department, provides that 
officers’ commissions may be revoked by 
the Secretary of War within three years 
of their original commissioning. Con- 
however, forbade the Department 
to make marriage a cause for such re- 
vocation prior to 1 July 1942, after which 
it may make such a provision but can not 
make it any more stringent than to pro- 
hibit marriage the first year of comimis- 
sioned service. In its new regulations the 
Department goes up to the limit of this 
restriction and announces that if any 
oflicer commissioned after 1 July 194 
marries within the first year of his ser 
vice his commission will be revoked. 

In itS announcement this week the 
Department stated: 

The following regulations are 
for the information and guidance of all con

“TL. Statutory 
the Senate and Tlouse of 
the United States of Americen in’ Congress 
nssembled, That section 23 of the National 
Defense Act, as amended by the Act of June 
1, 12980 (41 Stat. 771), be, and the same is 
hereby, amended to read as follows: 

“'See, 28. Original appointments to be 

probationary. The Secretary of War, under 
such regulations as he may preseribe, may 
hereafter revoke the commission of any offi 
cer on the active list, initially commissioned 
after the date of this Act, who, at the date of 
suid revoention, has had less than three years 
of continuous service as a commissioned 
officer of the Army, and each officer whose 
commission is so revoked shall be discharged 
from the Army: Provided, That until 1 July 
1942, the marriage of an officer shall not be 
n cause for revocation of commission but 
that after that date, under regulations is 
sued pursuant to the authority contained in 
this Act, marringe may be a cause for re 
vocation of commission only in the event that 
the officer marries within one year subse- 
quent to the date of his original commission. 
Act July 25, 1939 (See. V, Bull. No. 13, W.D., 
1939).’ 
“2. Regulations.a. In the ease of officers 
serving under revocable commissions as pro 
vided in paragraph 1, the Secretary of War 
may revoke the commission of any officer 
whose conduct or performance of duty is 
such as not to justify his retention as an 
officer of the Army, or whose retention as an 
officer of the Army is not justified for other 
good and sufficient reasons appearing to the 
satisfaction of the Secretary of War. The 
netion of the Secretary of War is final and 
conclusive, 

“bo In case any second lieutenant commis 
sioned in the Army after 1 July 1942, marries 
within one year subsequent to the date of his 
original commission, such marriage will be 
considered cause for the revocation of his 
commission, 

“ce. In case the revocation of an officer's 
commission is recommended by his immedi- 
ate commanding officer or higher authority, 
such recommendation, accompanied by a 
statement of the facts together with such 
statement as the officer concerned may de- 
sire to make with respect thereto, will be 
forwarded by the post or station commander 
to the commander of the corps area or de- 
partment in which the post or station is lo- 
cated (includes exempted stations); the 
corps area or department commander will

Physical Waiver for Reenlistment 


It has been decided by the Comptroller 
General (as reported in the ARMY AND 
NAvy JouRNAL of 9 Sept.) that Navy en- 
listed men held for treatment in hospitals 
after expiration of enlistment are held for 
their own convenience and are not en- 
titled to pay and allowances. The appli- 
cation of U. 8. Navy Regulations, 1920. 
Art. 1190(4) has, therefore, been held in 
abeyance, it was announced this week, 

Commanding officers are directed by the 
Bureau of Navigation to recommend 
physical waiver for reenlistment or exten- 
sion where desired by men physically dis- 
qualified at the time their enlistment ex- 
pires, provided: Their injury or disease 
was received in line of duty, or not in line 
of duty and not the result of their own 
misconduct, that there is reasonable ex- 
pectation of cure, and that they are in all 
other respects qualified for reenlistment. 





Marine Discharges Altered 

The Major General Commandant of 
the Marine Corps has ordered change of 
the discharge certificates of honorably 
discharged marines who complete their 
enlistments, to the extent of inserting 
beneath the Marine Corps emblem the 
Latin phrase “Fideli Certa  Merces,” 
which is translated to mean “To the 
faithful, reward is certain.” 

This phrase was used on the discharge 
certificates of marines prior to 1841 and 
was discovered while making a search 
through some of the old files at head- 
quarters. 

It, however, will not be used on the 
discharge certificates of marines who are 
honorably discharged prior to the ex- 
piration of the terms of their enlistments.

The War Upon the Seas 

In the midst of British Grief over the 
loss of the Aircraft Carrier Courageous, 
and the satisfaction of the British people 
with the statement of Prime Minister 
Chamberlain that “already six or seven 
submarines (German) have paid the full 
penalty,” a new and serious anxiety for 
the British Admiralty has arisen from 
the cooperation in Poland of the Russian 
and German Armies, and the implication 
that such cooperation will extend to the 
Following the escape from Tallinn, 
Esthonia, of the Polish submarine Orzel, 
which had fled from Gdnyia, the charge 
was made in authoritative Soviet circles 
that the escape was due to tolerance on 
the part of the Esthonian authorities, 
and great activity was displayed by the 
tultic Fleet in a reported effort to re- 
eapture the fugitive. Both the Germans 
and the Russians have paid close atten 
tion to books by British Naval authori 
ties that in the event of war Britain 
could strengthen her naval position by 
employing the ports of the Baltie States. 
It is obvious from the concern shown by 
Moscow that it proposes to maintain at 
least the neutrality of the Baltic States, 
and the question necessarily arises’ in 
this connection how far the Soviet Gov 
ernment would go if a strong British 
naval force should penetrate the Sea in 
order to come to grips with the German 
Fleet, There is no doubt the London 
Admiralty has considered such a move 
ment, and in order for it to he a success 
a base would be essential. Immediately 
after the outbreak of the War, Denmark 
fearing a repetition of the Nelsonian at 
tack upon Copenhagen, received as- 
surances of neutrality from London, The 
Scandinavian States have left no doubt 
they will maintain their neutrality, and 
now Russia has bulked into the pieture 
with its expression of interest in behalf 
of the Baltie Nations. 

As Britain is proceeding cautiously in 
definitely naming Russia as an enemy 
the Prime Minister referred this week 
merely to the “eynical attack” that gov 
ernment had made upon Poland—it may 
be assumed that any operations in the 
Baltic, if determined upon, have been de- 
ferred, since the arrival of a British 
leet in that area would be in the nature 
of a challenge to Russian assumption of 
control there, Not that the Russian 
surface Fleet would greatly concern the 
British command. A few antiquated 
battleships, a few old and new cruisers, 
a score of destroyers and torpedo boats, 
it could easily be overcome. But there 
are submarines not only in the Baltic 
but in the White Sea, in addition to those 
in the Black and Caspian Seas, and at 
Viladivostock the Soviets claim they 
have “the greatest submarine fleet in the 
world” —and there are aircraft) which 
could be loosed from shore as well as 
from an old converted cruiser, If all re- 
ports be true, the Russian Nayy is in- 
efficient because of lack of discipline. 
Klag officers and captains are subject to 
war councils and political commissars. 
Involved in war, they might become 
Germanized, in which case the ships 
would add to the power of the German 
Fleet, 

The loss of the Courngeous constitutes 
n blow more to British pride than to 
British strength. She was old but useful, 
for the work on which she was engaged, 
submarine hunting. Work is being rushed 
on new carriers—tive in addition to those 
on hand were underway when the war 
started and were to be completed in 1942. 
Day and night activity will mean these 
ships will be in service, some next year, 
and some carly in the following year. 
Merchant ships, too, are being converted 
into carriers, and they will increase the 
number of carriers whose planes. will 
search the seas for enemy subs. It is 
claimed this method of hunting has been 
productive. An air observer in daylight 
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can locate an underwater boat because 
of the greater sight penetration possible. 
Apparently in the case of the Courageous, 
although the submarine must have been 
in the vicinity before nightfall, the planes 
failed to detect her and she was able to 
creep up on the carrier and discharge her 
torpedo, The questions which have not 


been answered as yet are whether the 
Courageous was zig-zagging, or stand 


ing still to receive landing planes, and 
what were the destroyers about her 
doing? 

Besides planes the British and French 
are using destroyers, submarines and Q 
boats in their endeavors to suppress anti 
submarine activity Prime Minister 
Chamberlain announced that the convoy 
system had been adopted. It is presumed 
that the merchantmen, as well as the 
cruisers and destroyers forming the con 
voying force, are all armed, That is true 


of the British liners arriving in New 
York. It is suggested that a submarine 


attacking a vessel in a convoy cannot 
give notice in advance, as is required by 
Treaty in the case of vessels not traveling 
in company. It is such a notice 
would not be and, indeed, 
would be foolhardy, A convoy is an armed 
group any member of which is subject 
to lnwful destruction. 

The loss of “six or seven” submarines 
is more serious in the matter of trained 
Crews, which Chamberlain said 
have been enptured, than in that of ma 
teriel, According to the French Naval 
Ministry, Germany can build) a sub 
murine in eight months, whereas eighteen 
months are required in the shipyards of 
France. At the beginning of the war, 
Germany had 54 subs built or completing, 
and 17 building. Thirty-two of the sub 
murines in’ commission were of the 
coastal type. only 250 tons, and the re 
mainder were SOO tons or over. It is 
figured one-third of the subs only can be 
constantly at sea, largely because of the 
necessity of giving rest to the crews and 
making repairs, etc. If this be the case in 
Germany. she has at large always a force 
of 22 ships, and it may increase as her 
construction is speeded. When the World 
War began, Germany had 28S submarines, 
built 65, and Jost 25. It is an interesting 
coincidence thiat has the same num 
ber today as she had in service through- 
out the war. 

Chamberlain emphasized this fact that 
Germany will not overlook: “It is al 
ready clear that the Navy and Merchant 
Marine will be able to maintain essential 
supplies of raw materials and food for 
the country.” Whether the prediction will 
be justified or not only events can con 
firm. If Russian submarines and, what 
is now donbtful, Italian submarines 
Mussolini also claims the most powerful 
submarine fleet in the world—enter into 
the war against England and France, it 
is evident the Allied Fleets would have 
their hands full in maintaining their lines 
of supplies,

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Russian Armament 

Of all the nations in the world, less is 
known of the armament of the USSR 
than any other nation. Handicapped by 
a lack of capable engineers and planners 
at the beginning of her armament pro- 
gram, the Soviet has been forced to fol- 
low the costly “trial and error” method 
in developing her defense forces. This, 
added to the importation of numbers of 
foreign “specialists,” has contributed to 
the general confusion of the scene. 

Of one fact there can be little doubt. 
Russia has a regular army of at least 
1,500,000 and an estimated trained re- 
grve force of 16,500,000 with a total of 
24,000,000 men of military age. These 
figures were taken from a recently pub- 
lished Command and General Staff School 
Quarterly. 

Russia has plunged’ heavily into 
mechanization both industrially and mili- 
tarially. During the past few years, the 
recurring rumors of the inefliciency of 
Russian motorization have been reduced 
in volume and it is evident that the Soviet 
is just now beginning to standardize and 


refine her motorized and mechanized 
forces. 
Just what volume of production has 


heen gained it is not known. Similarly 
the quality of motorized and mechanized 
equipment has not been determined. 
Althongh much Russian material made its 
appearance on the Spanish Civil War 
wene, it is questionable whether this 
equipment represented the greatest ad- 
vances made by the Soviet. 

According to available information the 
army is divided into 27 corps, with 7 ad- 
ditional cavalry corps. This figure is 
further broken down to indicate that there 
are 87 infantry divisions and 82 cavalry 
livisions in the army. No estimate is 
made of the strength of a Russian divi- 
sion or of the lesser components of these 
divisions. 

The military system of the Union com- 
bines the principle of a cadre permanent 
army and a territorial militia. The regu- 
lararmy is composed of men who perform 
acontinuous period of military service 
lasting from 2 to 4 years. 

The territorial militia consists of a 
small establishment of permanent cadres, 
or basic elements, and mobile forces com- 
posed of men who are called up by classes, 
The classes, in peacetime, receive from one 
tothree months training a year for five 
years. The militia is called territorial be- 
cause each of its mobile wnits is assigned 
an area in which its effectives are re- 
cruited. Men belonging to the basic ele- 
ments of the territorial units serve for 
an uninterrupted period with the regular 
irmy, and then return to the districts to 
form the nucleus of the territorials. They 
iso carry on training activities in the 
districts. 

It is estimated that 260,000 men are 
rained annually with the regular army, 
lus 340,000 which receive specialized 
mi-military training. 

The closest estimate that can be made 
if Russian first-line plane strength is 4,- 
ships. The Russian Air Force has a 
ersonnel of 100,000. 

Industrially, Russia devotes great 
efforts to training the civilian population 
‘all forms of mechanization and motor- 
vation. The great reaches that must be

It was stated this week that the four 
Coast Guard cuters which have been 
transferred to the Kast Coast from the 
West Coast will complete the transit of 
the Canal shorily.

Contirvous Commissioned Watches 

On 6 Sept., the Commandant ordered 
that continuous commissioned _ officer 
watches be maintained in the Jackson 
ville, New York, Boston, New Orleans, 
Seattle and San Francisco districts. The 
move was attributed to the necessity for 
rapid coordination in the neutrality 
patrol. 


the Dies Committee Investigating Un 
American Activities indicated that Russia 
has for several years been atempting to 
buy battleships from foreign nations. In 
this instance, the lack of capable engineers 
and ship architects is clearly exhibited. 
What Russia would do with a battleship 
if she had one is another question. So far 
as can be determined, she has no support 
ing vessels worth mentioning, although 
she is reported to be building several 
eruisers. Published information con 
sidered accurate indicates that at least 
7 cruisers are building or appropriated 
for. These same sources say that there 
are 21 under-age and 14 over age destroy 
ers in the Russian fleet, with at least 
eight more building. 

The USSR has no aircraft carriers, but 
it is believed that at least one is being 
built. The navy has an assortment of 
other vessels, mostly over-age, which at- 
tempts have been made to convert into 
auxiliaries and coast defense vessels. 

No figures are available on the person- 
nel of the Russian Navy but it is believed 
that it is not very large due to the small 
size of the fleet. 


Commander Farley Returns 
Comdr. J. F. Farley, Chief Communica- 
tions Officer of the Coast Guard, returned 
to Washington this week from the meet- 
ing of the Radio Technical Committee for 
Aeronautics, held at Indianapolis, Ind. 


Decommissioning Order Rescinded 

The Commandant of the Coast Guard 
this week rescinded the order for the de- 
commissioning of the harbor tugs Davey, 
at New Orleans, and Winnisimmet, at 
Baltimore. It is believed that, under the 
expansion program, the vessels will be 
needed for active duty. 


American Seaman Cruise Cancelled 

The cruise of the American Seaman, 
training vessel of the Maritime Service, 
up the New England coast has been can- 
celled because of the war emergency. It 
wus suggested that, in the event of neces- 
sity, the vessel could be chartered to a 
private operator to bring American na- 
tionals back from Europe, but it appears 
that this will not be necessary. 


Consolidation Legislation 

Due to the fact that the personnel of 
the former Lighthouse Service were clas- 
sified under two different retirement 
laws, and as the consolidation of the two 
services goes forward, a recent act of 
Congress plays an important part. The 
Act provides that employees of the for- 
mer Lighthouse Service who came under 
the special Lighthouse Service Retire- 
ment Act, may be retired at the conclusion 
of 30 years of service if they reach the 
age of 64 prior to 1 July, 1940 and if their 
positions have been abolished at that 
time. 

It is believed that this act will provide 
the means for more rapid and complete 
consolidation of the services. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America in assembled, That any 
officer or employee of the Lighthouse Ser 
who, on 30 June, 19389, meets the re 
quirements (except those relating to age 
and period of Service) of section 6 of the 
Act approved 20 June, 1918 (410 Stat. O08; 
7.8.C 765), as amended or sup 
plemented, and who shall (1) reach the age 
of sixty-four years prior to 1 July, 1940, or 
(2) be the occupant of an office or position 
ubolished prior to 1 July, 140, may in the 
discretion of the head of his executive de 
partment be returned with annual compen 
sition as provided in said section 6: Pro 
vided, however, That no such officer or em 
ployee shall be retired hereunder unless he 
shall have been in the service of the Gov 
ronment not less than thirty years at the 
time of retirement. Any officer or employee 
to whom this Act applies who is not retired 
hereunder prior to reaching the age of sixty 
five yeurs shall, upon reaching such age, 
become eligible for retirement in accordance 
with the provisions of said section 6 of the 
Act of 20 June, 1918, and may not be re 
tired under the provisions of this Aet. Noth 
ing contained in this Act shall be construed 
to affect the application of said section 6 to 
any officer or employee of the Lighthouse 
Service to whom this Act does not apply.

In building up her air strength, Russia 
has been handicapped by a lack of com 
petent designers and mechanics. For the 
most part, her air force is composed of 
planes developed from foreign design or 
under foreign license, 

All Russian aircraft is manufactured 
by the government. There have been es 
tablished twelve aircraft factories and 
five aircraft engine factories. Moscow is 
the center of the air industry, and the 
largest of the factories is located in the 
outskirts. The Russian theory of air de- 
velopment is mass production of planes 
of a few standard models. In the past, 
large numbers of American air-cooled en 
vines have been used, but great strides 
have been made in the development of 
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liquid-cooled aircraft engines. 

Russia's aireraft factories are well 
tooled, mostly with foreign machinery, 
The government has been driving hard to 
create a corps of experienced machinists, 
and elaborate schools have been set-up to 
provide mass education. Under the Soviet 
kystem, the design facilities are nearly all 
centered in one plant, and the finished 
plans are distributed to the other fac- 
tories, 

In the past, the government has pur- 
chased numbers of foreign military air- 
craft and dismantled them for use as 
guides in plane construction. In the raw 
material field, great strides have been 
taken to develop resources of raw ma- 
terial in order to make Russia indepen- 
dent of imports. 

In types, the Soviet has followed Hein- 
kle and Seversky designs in pursuit 
ships, and these graduate in effectiveness 
up to the 1.17 series, an all-metal, single- 
seat monoplane, credited with a speed of 
‘40 m.p.h. and armed with a 20 mm. can- 
non and 4 machine guns. 

In bombers, Russia has developed a 
number of good craft, but just on what 
scale production has been attained is not 
known. In 1927 one of these bombers set 
numerous international records for 
weight-carrying and altitude reached, 
Four engined bombers were at first the 
Soviet’s greatest bombing arm, but. re- 
cently there has been achieved a balance 
hetween the four engined and two en- 
gined strength. 

The tlight of the Russian bomber from 
Moscow to the west coast of the Mnited 
States gives added evidence of the de- 
velopment of the heavier types of air- 
eraft by Russia.

WE URGENTLY APPEAL to Congress to remain in session to deal with the 
vital defense mutters pressing for action. The President wants early adjournment in 
order that he may not be embarrassed in his treatment of developments of national 
danger. It is his view that prolonged debate would give encouragement to Germany 
and her Allies, since it would show a divided United States. There is no doubt this 
is correct. But as the vote on the repeal of the embargo will establish, the opposition 
will be negligible and non-partisan. It will constitute a small minority out of tune 
with the overwhelming sentiment of the people. Basically, it will be found in line 
with the general purpose, to keep the United States out of the war. This purpose 
being recognized, with Europe and Asia aflame, there is only one way to ussure 
our peace and to be ready to defend it. That is by additions to the Army and Navy, 
which will make the brutal forces abroad hesitate to attack us, and even anxious 
to seek our good will. For the moment, both sides in Europe are chary about 
violating the laws of war, and when such violations occur they hasten to palliate 
their conduct. German bombs and shell destroyed Polish villages, and the excuse 
is made that such action was necessary because of Polish Franc-tireurs. Germany 
denies that a submarine torpedoed the Athenia, a different attitude from that 
which gloated over the sinking of the Lusitania. German submarine commanders 
are observing the rule of visit and search in the case of vessels flying the Amer- 
ican Flag, and as far as possible are safeguarding the passengers and crew of 
British and French merchantmen sent to the bottom of the seas. British and 
French air attacks are made on fortifications and warcraft. But there are threats 
of retaliation from all the belligerents, and as time goes on and war sentiment rises, 
these threats, as experience has shown, will be put into execution, and American 
shipping and American interests generally will suffer. That is to say they will 
suffer unless the United States become so powerful that the belligerents will real- 
ize that our involvement in the war will mean certain defeat for the offender. To 
attain this state of power, time and industrial activity are necessary. Therefore, 
Congress at the special session should start the wheels turning. Before it adjourns 
it should create a field Army of 500,000 men, incessantly and intensively trained, 
and thoroughly equipped in the latest automatics, mechnization, horse, artillery and 
planes. We have the judgment of General Pershing, the Secretary of War and 
the Chief of Staff in support of such action. We should double our Navy, have 
a Fleet in the Atlantic identical with that in the Pacific but up to date in every 
respect. The President has declared his purpose to keep war out of our hemis- 
pherical waters and to do all in his power to safeguard our peace. But only by 
making the provision cited can this be accomplished, and can we with our sea and 
land forces assure adequate defense against attack. Duty requires Congress so 
to act before adjournment. 


IN HIS MESSAGE to Congress, the President recited as an advantage of the 
lifting of the embargo, that our National Defense would be aided. That is true. 
It is the contention of Senators Vandenberg, Nye and Clark that a step toward 
our involvement in war would be the service of the country as an “arsenal” for 
Great Britain and France. These same men were members of a Committee 
which investigated the Munitions Industry. In their they effect 
scribed manufacturers of arms, guns and powder, and shipbuilders “war 
gers,” and “merchants of death,” and while admitting that the evidence gathered 
did not show that wars have been started solely because of the activities of munitions 
miukers, yet they argued it was “against the peace of the world for selfishly interested 
organizations to be left free to goad and frighten nations into military activity.” In 
view of Hitler’s precipitation of the present war, the fallaciousness of this viewpoint 
is obvious even to Main Street. Nye and Clark wanted government plants to supply 
our munitions needs; Vandenberg, opposing nationalization, advocated rigid and con- 
clusive munitions control. Fortunately, the iertia of Congress prevented any drastic 
legislation, but the effect in part of the investigation and the speeches of Vandenberg, 
Nye and Clark, was to bring our munitions and ship makers into public disrepute, 
to cause them to go into other fields which meant weakening of essential industries, 
and to promote international disarmament, in which we led by scrapping ships, failure 
to replace overage vessels, and reduction in the strength of the Army. Thanks to 
President Roosevelt, a better situation of both Services now exists. In the light of

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Foreign Affairs—Five Great Nations, through their official representatives, have 
set forth this week their attitude toward the wars raging in Europe and Asia. 
Most important from the American point of view was the confidential exposition of 
the world situation, which President Roosevelt made to the leaders of the Demo- 
cratic and Republican parties and in his subsequent message to the Congress. The 
President can see no early end to the war—he has no hope that its shadow will 
swiftly pass. He pledged every effort to prevent the United States from being 
drawn into it. But he and no other man can say, and the President did not at- 
tempt to say, that we could escape involvement. This message presented definite 
proposals to the Congress, which in his judgment would assure the maintenance 
of our neutrality. While in the Senate there will be considerable debate on them, 
the prospect is that, with party lines swept away, there will be a non-partisan, 
favorable, vote in both Houses. 

When the enactment shall occur, Germany will charge that the United States 
is pursuing the identic policy the Wilson Administration observed during the 
World War, and which, she always has contended, largely was responsible for her 
defeat. For, according to the German view, it was American munitions, as well 
as foodstuffs and raw materials, which strengthened the enemies of the Central 
Powers, and enabled them to continue the struggle until an American Army could 
reach the front and, fresh and vigorous, smite war weary troops. Human nature 
reacts similarly under like conditions. Confronted with the slow strangling effects of 
the Allied blockade, there will arise in Germany, and especially in the cirele of the 
High Army Command, a powerful sentiment in favor of the spurlus versunkt at- 
titude of the World War. The present purpose of that Command is to whittle away 
the British Merchant Marine, and to seize and destroy contraband carried by neutrals 
to England and France. The Berlin list of contraband includes foodstuffs and raw 
materials, besides munitions. In this manner, England and France, it is intended, 
shall feel the pinch of starvation for body and factory, just as those countries 
are operating to bring about this evil upon Germany. As the latter finds that Russia, 
Sweden and Roumania, are not furnishing her with all the supplies she must have 
in order to maintain the physical vigor of her people and the twenty-four hour 
operation of her factories, and thus keep alive the will and ability to war, the 
resentment at the British and French will grow; international law will be in- 
fringed, and then openly violated, as during the World War, and neutral, perhaps 
American, ships will be sunk without their passengers and crews being put in a 
place of safety. If the war lasts long enough, no one can say that the United States 
will or will not become a participant. The imponderable in the situation, however, 
is Germany, herself. It may be the High Command will feel that war is better 
than a neutrality working in favor of the Allies, that war would permit unrestricted 
submarine warfare, and that in the interest of victory it is better to have the 
United States an open rather than, in the German view, a secret enemy. 

This view may be regarded with more favor in Berlin than it was a quarter 
of a century ago, because of the new alignment that exists. At that time, with 
Russia and Roumania among the enemies of the Central Powers, their markets 
were closed to the latter, and when beaten, desolation destroyed them as sources 
of supply. Now, there can come to Germany considerable grain from the black 
soll belt of the Ukraine and the Steppes, as well as from Hungary; oil from Russia, 
and with Roumania at Russian and German mercy, from the wells of that coun- 
try. Thus, the German situation, while it will become precarious, will be probably 
less so than during the World War, an argument for moderation toward the United 
States. But there will continue to be the problem for the High Command of pre- 
venting England from getting supplies from the farms and factories of the Western 
Hemisphere. The single answer is the extension of the U-Boat compaign even at 
the risk of forcing the United States, militarily untrained, to draw the sword. 

Supreme in the determination of all German policies will be consideration 
and conciliation of Russia. The enigma of their relations is being rapidly solved 
by Soviet action. Russian seizure of Polish territory must be regarded in the light 
of an expression in Hitler's Danzig speech. “Germany and Russia,” declared the 
Fuehrer, “will create a situation which will relieve the tension. In other words, 
the two countries have decided to act as Allies to win their brand of peace, and 
especially to divide the control of Eastern Europe. Clearly, from this statement, 
the inference may be drawn that the Nazi and Soviet leaders have an understand- 
ing that relates not only to Poland but to all of Eastern Europe from the Baltic 
to the Black Sea. Russia’s occupation of Vilna, the ancient capital of Lithuania, 
which the Poles had obtained through threat of war, coupled with the appearance 
of her ships in Esthonian waters, is an indication that to Moscow, Hitler has 
handed over the destiny of the Baltic States. Their territory may be reincorporated 
into the Russian State, giving back to it the Baltic Coast and the Baltic ice-free 
harbors which were taken from it as a result of the World War. In any event, these 
little countries will be Russian controlled. The line across Poland fixed by the 
Russo-German Military Mission, restores the boundary that was fixed prior to 
the World War. Hitler has surrendered all claim upon the Ukraine, which was 
a dream of his days of Mein Kampf, and Polish and Russian Ukrania are united and 
being formed into a protectorate under the Red Flag. What will become of Roumania? 
Russia wants to regain Bessarabia, Hungary is reaching for Transsylvania, and 
Bulgaria is itching for the Dobrudja, with its port Constanza, on the Black Sea. 
These weak nations, shuddering at the thought that they may suffer the tragic 
fate of Poland, must swing in the orbit of the Eastern Powers, and hope they will 
be allowed to remain at peace, and that to them will be thrown as jackals, territory 
unacceptable to Berlin and Moscow. 

It will be recalled that the Soviets have never recognized the transfer of Bess- 
arabia to Roumania. It may well be they will take advantage of the assassination of 
Calinescu, Roumanian Prime Minister, to move troops into that terrified country 
ostensibly to restore order, but in fact to make de facto occupation, 

Yet, while in the sentence quoted above, Hitler indicated accord with Stalin, 
another expression in his Danzig Speech casts doubt upon the existence of a com- 
plete agreement. “We know well,” the German Chancellor said, “that we best 
can take care of our ewn interests if the two greatest nations get together.” “If 
the two greatest nations get together.” This would seem to indicate that their under- 
standing is not comprehensive. It may be Hitler is hoping that besides food and 
raw materials, he can draw upon the inexhaustible man power of his partner. It 





is a tempting possibility. But Stalin has disclosed he is no fool. He realizes that 
what he has gained, and what he may gain, is being acquired at slight cost, and 
with a state of peace maintaining in his country. He knows fear of Russia, as wel] 
as anxiety for her assistance, will assure German obsequiousness, and that like 
reasons have prevented Great Britain and France, in spite of her spoilation of 
Poland, from declaring war upon her. In the Far East, a truce with Japan has 
been established. It may be broken in the future as similar truces have been brokep, 
The Japanese Government has too great a distrust of Stalin to heed his pledges 
and there is every reason for believing that instead of aligning itself with Mos. 
cow it prefers to cooperate with the United States. As a matter of fact, the 
Japanese Ministry is seeking a basis for the composition of all differences with 
us; it wants to localize the war in Europe. Press reports of a contrary view should 
be looked upon with suspicion, 


Navy, Marine Enlistments—tIn its first report on the expansion of enlisted strength 
of the Navy, the Navy Department this week revealed that during the week ending 
15 Sept. 239 broken-service men were enlisted, while 1,320 new enlistments were ae. 
cepted. Thirty-nine men were re-enlisted at expiration of their regular terms of 
service, The broken-service men are being taken into the Navy under new regulations 
promulgated last week and printed in the ArMy AND Navy JourNnaL. They provide 
that men out of the Navy less than eight years, if acceptable and qualified, may be 
re-enlisted in the grades held at time of discharge, and that men out more than eight 
years may be re-enlisted as seaman first class or fireman second class. 

The number re-enlited indicates that a substantial number of broken-service 
men may return to the Navy—enough, perhaps, to nullify in certain ratings increased 
opportunities for promotion which would otherwise have been afforded by the expan- 
sion, 

The Army and Marine Corps have stated that they will observe approximately 
the same percentages in figuring number of non-commissioned officers to be appointed 
in each grade; but with the Navy the problem is somewhat different. Types of vessels 
und size of increase of personnel on cach vessel will influence the number of petty 
ollicers to be promoted, and the ratings in which promotions will be made. For pur. 
poses of comparison, the 1940 Navy appropriations bill provides for the following 
percentages of men in each pay grade: First pay grade (CPO, permanent appoint- 
ment), 6.988 per cent, or 7,900 men ; CPO, acting appointment, 1.012 per cent, or 1,144; 
second grade, 13.95 per cent, or 15,774 men; third grade, 15.28 per cent, or 17,279 men; 
fourth grade, 15.76 per cent, or 17,818 men; fifth grade, 22 per cent, or 24,871; sixth 
and seventh grades, 25 per cent. 

The current percentages in each grade for the Marine Corps—percentages which 
will probably be followed approximately when expansion is carried out—are: First 
grade, 1.7 per cent; second grade, 3.21 per cent; third grade, 2.25 per cent; fourth 
grade, 6.7 per cent; fifth grade, 13.4 per cent; sixth grade, 18.3 per cent, and seventh 
erade, 53.0 per cent. 

In connection with enlistment of broken-service men, the Acting Secretary of the 
Navy this week issued the following Alnav: “During emergency program men ae- 
cepted for re-enlistment after broken service are not entitled to clothing outfit at 
government expense, Clothing and small stores required in original outfit in these 
eases will be issued and charged on payroll in usual manner. Overpayment due to this 
cause will be liquidated at the rate of $18 per month similar to court martial check- 
ages. Payroll will be inscribed ‘overpayment due clothing indebtedness per Alnav.’ 
Transfer pay accounts must show account of unliquidated clothing indebtedness in 
aecordance this authorization.” 


Corps of Engineers—Col. Stuart ©. Godfrey, who has been filling the dual assign 
ment here of military executive to the Chief of Engineers and chief of the Operations 
and Training Branch, has been relieved of the former duty, his place being taken by 
Capt. Clarence L. Adcock. Captain Adcock last year completed the course at the 
Army War College and since then has been assistant engineer commissioner of the 
District of Columbia.

Captain Wolfe’s duties as Chief of the Railway Section have been assumed, 
however, by Capt. Lewis 'T. Ross who reported 10 Aug. Captains Adcock and Dawson, 
therefore, are actual additions to the oflicer personnel on duty here.

The examination, which will include both physical and 
professional examinations, the latter consisting of written, oral and clinical tests, 
js open to male citizens of the United States between the ages of 22 9/12 and 31 
9/12 years at the time of the examination, who are graduates of acceptable dental 
schools and who have had at least 1 11/12 years subsequent practice in their pro- 
fession. 

Candidates who have failed more than one previous examination for appoint- 
ment in the Dental Corps, Regular Army, will not be permitted to undergo ex- 
amination again. Full information and application blanks will be furnished upon 
request to The Adjutant General, War Department, Washington, D. C. Appli- 
cations will not be considered after 27 Jan. 1940. 


Bureau of Medicine and Surgery—First meeting of Naval medical and dental officers 
in the District of Columbia this season will be held in the Naval Medical School 
here, at 8 p. m., 9 Oct. Dr. George W. Thorn, of Johns Hopkins Hospital, will lecture 
on “Supportive Treatment of Infections.” All active, reserve and retired commis- 
sioned officers are invited to attend. 

Rear Adm. Percival S. Rossiter, USN-Ret., former Surgeon General of the Navy, 

has been named chief of staff of Gallinger Hospital, in the District of Columbia. 
Admiral Rossiter assumed his duties 19 Sept., relieving Dr. Walter A. Bloedorn, who 
had been serving on a part-time basis, and who has been named dean of George 
Washington University’s medical school. Salary of the new chief of staff will be 
paid jointly by Georgetown and George Washington Universities. 
Bureau of Aeronauties—The squadrons having the “ready plant duty” in Patrol 
Wing Three have found several interesting flights coming their way at various times 
recently. One example was the despatch of a plane of Patrol Squadron 33 at Amapala, 
Honduras, a distance of 1,100 miles, with 506 pounds of mail for the Special Service 
Squadron. The flight was easily accomplished during daylight hours and permtited 
the plane’s crew to carry out many of the required phases of training. 

When word recently reached the USS Saratoga that the wife of an officer who 
had just been detached was seriously ill and required a blood transfusion, 11 men 
volunteered to donate blood without recompense. Four of the eleven were picked 
hecause they could be spared during the day and were sent to the hospital where it 
was found that blood of three of the men matched that of the patient. One of the 
three, Seaman First Class L. F. Crowell was selected by the hospital for the trans- 
fusion. 


Army Air Corps—-A natural, not unexpected result of the expanded pilot training 
jrogram of the Army Air Corps has been difficulty of keeping the rigid standards of 
admittance to training as high as they formerly were and yet manage to put 396 
additional young men into the nine civilian schools every six weeks, 

Thanks to a standing eligible list when the program was inaugurated and to new 
tames which have come on the list as the result of publicity given the program and 
the visits to colleges of traveling boards of Air Corps and Medical Corps officers, the 
digible list is remaining well filled at the present time. But nevertheless each six 
weeks finds it necessary to dip well into the list.

Officials here are still at work preparing new promotion procedures 
and have obtained comments from officers in the fields. However, no details are yet 
ready for publication. The nature of the changes, it was said, will be to assure each 
eligible a place on his respective list so that promotions can be made in order.

It was predicted here that promotions in the higher enlisted grades would be 
more rapid this year than in the past few years because a fair group of muster ser- 
geunts are now simultaneously approaching retirement ages, 


Sea Manners— In the latest monthly bulletin issued by the Bureau of Marine In- 
spection and Navigation, Commander R, 8. Field, Director of that Bureau, stated 1s 
follows: “A pussenger vessel recently crossed through a large force of the United 
States Fleet, from the port to starboard side. All the units of the Fleet apparently 
had the right-of-way and all were showing their running lights. As a result, one of 
the large battleships had to change course sharply and take extreme measures to 
avoid collision. Regardless of the relative positions of a single vessel and of a fleet, 
as would affect the question of right-of-way, it is pointed out with emphasis, that for 
reasons obvious to any seaman, it is imprudent for a single ship to hold its course and 
pass through a fleet formation when by an early change of course such single ship 
could pass astern or otherwise well clear of the fleet formation, A large number of 
vessels proceeding in company forms a compact set of units operating close to each 
other, The orderliness and safety of these units is hazarded when one or more of 
them is forced to change its course or speed, For a single ship of any character or 
for a tow to cut through or pass critically close to such a formation constitutes culpa- 
ble lack of caution and, to say the least, very bad sea manners. The Bureau realizes 
that such incidents have been very rare in the American Merchant Marine, and brings 
attention to this case in order that the younger and less experienced watch oflicers 


may prolit therefrom,” 


First Army Increase Ordered— Addition of more than 17,000 enlisted men to the 
Regular Army, as the first part of its expansion to 227,000 men, was provided for this 
week in an executive order signed by President Roosevelt. This increase is to be 
carried out by 12 Noy. and is in addition to expansions already provided for-——those 
of the Air Corps, Coast Artillery and supporting services. When the order is carried 
out, strength of the Army will be about 227,000 men. 

Practically all arms and services, except Cavalry, will receive a share of the 17,000 
increase, 

Sometime after 12 Nov. an order will be issued providing for proportionate in 
creases in enlisted grades and ratings in the Army to take care of the new addition. 

Corps Areas have already been assigned their respective quotas of the new in- 
crease by the Adjutant General's Office. The First Corps Area must raise 1,639 of the 
17,000; the Second Corps Area, 2,049; the Third, 1,725; the Fourth, 1,711; the Fifth, 


or 


2,145; the Sixth, 2,583; the Seventh, 1,636; the Kighth, 2,686, and the Ninth, 1,273. 


Colonel Lindbergh’s Relief——When Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, Air-Res., decided to 
address. the nation over the radio on the subject of neutrality he laid his entire plans 
before Maj. Gen. H. H. Arnold, Chief of the Air Corps, under whom he was then 
serving in an inactive duty status. It is understood that Colonel Lindbergh said 
that he felt that it was his duty to convey his convictions on the subject to the 
people, but that he did not want to embarrass the War Deparment in so doing. General 
Arnold then took the matter up with Secretary of War Woodring and it was agreed 
that inasmuch as Colonel Lindbergh had completed his work and that it was only a 
matter of days before he would normally be relieved from duty, it would be better 
to relieve him, before he made his address in order that he might not be on active 
duty at the time. Thus, it would seem that the announcement of Colonel Lindbergh's 
relief the day before he made his speech was the result of Colonel Lindbergh's own 
initiative. 

Colonel Lindbergh has, it is understood, been of inestimable value to the War 
Department during his tour of duty. His experience and judgment is so highly re 
garded that it would be an excellent move if he were to be appointed to fill the long 
vacant post of Assistant Secretary of War for Air. 


Navy Construction Corps—Rear Adm. Alexander Hamilton Van Keuren, Coustruc 
tion Corps on 18 Sept. assumed duty as Chief Constructor and Chief of the Bureau 
of Construction and Repair, Navy Department. Oath of oflice was administered to 
him by Rear Adm. Walter B. Woodson in the presence of Admiral Harold R. Stark, 
Chief of Naval Operations, and chiefs of bureaus and oflices of the Navy Department. 

Rear Admiral Van Keuren relieved Rear Adm. William G. DuBose who has 
been ordered to duty as director of the David W. Taylor Model Basin, Carderock, Mad. 


Defense Against the Air—Not in the same situation as European centers of popula- 
tion which are situated only a short distance from the aerodromes of enemies or 
potential enemies, American cities nevertheless will have their own problems of air 
defense to solve in the event of an emergency. It is not likely that bombers could 
attack coastal cities of the United States unless a potential foe were able to establish 
bases closer to our shores than now exist. But that possibility exists, and the Army 
for some time has been studying means of defense against bombers, should the huge 
flyers elude the Navy and our own air forces. 

One of the defense possibilities that has been discussed by the General Staff is 
that of establishing balloon barrages, When such a barricade was built about London, 
it was looked upon doubtfully by many military tacticians, openly scorned by the 
Germans. 

Now it has been reported that Germany, too, has provided balloon barrages for her 
big cities, either through a desire to take every precaution possible or because she 
too has become convinced of their value. That value as yet remains questionable for 
the barrages have never been tested on any seale. It is not likely that the United 
States, comparatively free as she is from danger of air attack, will take any steps 
to establish balloon barrages until their value is proven. But it is contidently ex- 
pected that aerial attacks by the air forces of Europe's warring nations will afford a 
test of the value of the balloons in a very short time. 

The theory of balloon barrages is not to prevent bombers from flying over a city 
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—a manifestly impossible feat—but to curtail their low-flying activities, especially jp 
bad weather, when anti-aircraft guns are handicapped in sighting their targets eyey 
more than the attacking planes are in sighting theirs. Instead, the idea is to keep 
the planes fairly high, by spacing balloons close together, each fastened to the ground 
with its own cable, so that both balloon and tie rope form an impenetrable barrier 
above which the raiding bombers must fly. High in the air, to make most effectiye 
use of the barriers, would be the combat planes of the defender. Bombers thus would 
be forced to fly at almost a fixed level. Of course, the defending combat planes, under 
this plan, would run some risk of being hit by their own antiaircraft guns. 

If America should find it advisable to adopt balloon barrages she would not be 
required to solve one problem which has perplexed the Kuropeans—how to keep thejr 
hydrogen-filled bags from catching fire from lightning or other causes. For the helium 
We possess in large quantities is non-flammable. 

Another proposal for anti-aircraft defense is the aerial bomb. These bombs would 
be attached to small balloons which would be released in large quantities in the Line 
of flight of a raiding squadron. Equipped with detonators, the bombs would explode 
upon contact with an airplane. 

Along more orthodox defense lines America is fast preparing her defenses against 
airplanes. It was revealed this week at the National Mayors’ Conference here that 
about 300 new mobile anti-aircraft guns are ready to safeguard American cities and 
military objectives. Loss than a year ago, it was said, the Army was able to muste; 
only 24 such mobile guus east of the Rocky Mountains. 

Since that time not only has large scale production of 3-inch anti-aircraft guns 
been undertaken but manufacture of the new 37-millimeter anti-aircraft gun has beey 
begun and quantities of heavy machine guns, searchlights and listening apparatus 
are being turned out. The new 37-mm gun is especially valuable against low flying 
planes and will be extremely useful in protecting troops in the field.

The loss of the Courageous recalls tor 
pedoing of the three British Cruisers- 
Cressy, Hogue, and Aboukir—in Septem 
ber of 1914. Operating off Heligoland 
ight, the three vessels were torpedoed 
and sunk by one German submarine, the 
U9, which returned home safely. 

Interesting in connection with the sink 
ing is a discussion of aircraft carriers 
which appeared in Nauticus, an official 
German naval annual, for 1939, under the 
signature of Diploma-Engineer Wilhelm 
Hadeler, excerpts from which follow: 

“Due to her peculiar construction an 
aireraft-carrier will always remain ex 
tremely vulnerable to hits of even the 
lightest calibers; she is even greatly en- 
dangered in a duel with a smaller and 
much inferior opponent us long as the 
chance remains of that opponent getting 
off a few telling hits before going under 
This chance remains great in view of the 
huge target presented by the carrier 
Shell or bomb hits on the flight deck, will, 
more often than not, put an end to aerial 
activity on board. A hit in the hangar 
will probably invariably lead to fires, due 
to the inflammability of aircraft fuels 
Such a fire, fed by gasoline, will be ver! 
difficult to master and will probably more 
often than not lead to a temporary or 
even total disablement of the carrier. For 
the most part it may even be found well 
nigh impossible to bring into port such a 
floating and possibly mobile burnt-out 
wreck, as a large hangar fire is liable to 
destroy all ship-control installations 
Therefore, one may come to the concl 
sion that an aircraft-carrier is incapable 
of engaging in a gunnery duel with any 
kind of an antagonist without incurrine 
the gravest risk to herself. She must under 
all circumstances attempt to avoid such 
auction. During daylight hours with good 
visibility the carrier will depend upel 
aerial scouting, under other conditions 
upon her superior speed to assure her ow! 
security. Protection against destroyer 
must be assumed by the detailed carrie! 
guard. Only at night or during low Vis! 
bility (fog, misty atmosphere or at daw! 
or dusk) do good prospects remain fer 
small swift attacking forces, such as dé 
stroyers, torpedo-boats and motor tor 
pedo-boats, to push home their attacks. 

“Protection against under-water atta® 
does not differ radically from that ¢ 
other warships of equivalent size. Thu 
full protection against torpedoes ae 
mines cannot be expected in carriers 
medium or small displacements.

The Loss of the Courageous 


The sinking of IIMS Courageous off the 
southwest coust of Ireland on 18 Sept., 
while a loss which the British do not at- 
tempt to deprecate, confirms the general 
opinion throughout naval circles that the 
aircraft carrier is a vulnerable type of 
vessel whose best defense is to avoid con- 
flict and let her planes do the fighting. 


From press reports it appears that the 
Courageous was engaged in hunting down 
submarines, that she was escorted by de- 
stroyers, and that at the time of her 
sinking she had just taken on the last of 
her complement of airplanes which had 
been on submarine patrol duty. The lat- 
ter fact would indicate that at the time 
she was fired upon she was holding steady 
into the wind, making a perfect target for 
submarine fire. Also the fact that the 
American vessel Collingsworth, Capt. 
John L. Reynolds, was on hand to pick up 
survivors indicates that the Courageous 
was operating in the shipping lanes. 


A study of the history of the Courage- 
ous shows that the vessel was built as 
part of Britain’s emergency program dur- 
ing the world war. She was one of the 
cruisers designed by Lord John Fisher 
with a view to operation in the projected 
Baltic Expedition. Lord Fisher's theory | 
envisioned vessels with a shallow draft, | 
high speed, and big guns. Hence, the 
Courageous, although a vessel of 22,500 
tons, had a mean draft of only 2214, feet, 
carried engines (Parsons, all-geared, tur- 
bines, 4 shafts, 18 Yarrow, small tube, 
boilers) developing 90,000) horsepower, 
and armor plating consisting only of a 
three-inch belt built up of two-inch plat- 
ing on 2 one-inch shell. As a matter of 
fact, under Lord Fisher's program it had 
been planned to equip the Courageous 
with 18-inch guns. The result was that 
the Courageous, although a large vessel, 
had most of her weight put into engine 
capacity for high speed, and ability to 
carry heavy armament, with the result 
that her protective ability had to suffer. 
To accentuate this latter weakness, it ap 
pears that when she was converted into 
an oaireraft carrier (at Davenport in 
1924) whatever compartmentation might 
have been built into her was taken out to 
afford the space for hangars and machine 
shops necessary to an aircraft carrier. 
The rapidity with which she sank after 
heing torpedoed would indicate that she 
had little, if any, compartmentation. In 
her process of modernization she was 
supplied with modified bulges 25. feet 
deep for torpedo protection, 


While detailed information is not made 
public, it is understood that our aircraft 
carriers, as well as British carriers built 
in subsequent years, are somewhat better 
protected by compartmentation and blis- 
ters. Nevertheless the requirements of 
this type of vessel are such that they can 
not be expected to stand the punishment 
meted out by mines and torpedoes. As a 
matter of fact so powerful are these

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Financial Digest 

Various factors arising out of the war 
in Europe are influencing, and will con- 
tinue to influence, our financial situation, 
They include first the length of the war, 
and the possibility of an early truce, 
Upon the completion of the conquest of 
Poland, Hitler in a Danzig speech, made a 
tentative overture for the reestablish- 
ment of peace with France and Great 
Britain, which his ally, Mussolini, is en 
deavoring to have those governments ac 
cept, or at least explore. London and 
Paris say they will not listen to any pro- 
posal other than that of the restoration 
of Poland and the disarmament of Ger- 
many. Obviously, this must be their atti- 
tude since distrusting Ilitler as they do, 
they would have to remain expensively 
mobilized, and abandonment of Poland 
would mean loss of world prestige, recog 
nition of Japanese hegemony in Asia, and 
revolts in their dominions and colonies in 
Asia and Africa. While declaring it to 
be his aim to keep the United States at 
peace, President Roosevelt, in his mes 
sage, forecast “darker periods” ahead. So 
long as the British and French remain at 
war, so long must they buy necessaries 
from the United States and the Republies 
of South America. Both have imposed 
restrictions upon purchases from abroad, 
which will tend to limit their imports, and 
it may be that for some months the sup- 
plies they have on hand, with those ord 
ered before the war, will meet their re- 
quirements. But war is a gargantuan 
consumer, and if it continues their needs 
will mount, and this will impose greater 
reliance upon American production, <Al- 
ready, the index of the Federal Reserve 
Board is showing an advance over the 
average of 102 for August, and the New 
York Times index has advanced 4.7 points 
in a fortnight. War probably will in 
crease these indices a dozen points by the 
end of the year. 

Affecting the business outlook, are the 
character of neutrality legislation Con 
gress will enact and its attitude toward 
restrictive domestic legislation. It is ex- 
pected the President’s wishes in the mat- 
ter of neutrality will be approved. This 
will mean freedom of trade with England 
and France. If the cash and carry pro 
posal should be enacted, there will be no 
difficulty for nationals of those countries 
to obtain loans from our Export-Import 
Bank with paper furnished by their gov- 
ernments as security. So anxious are the 
Administration and the democratic ma- 
jority in Congress for higher prices, busi- 
ness activity and employment, that there 
promises to be no important enactments 
to retard agricultural and industrial ex- 
pansion. A goods buying panic started 
underway when the war began, but the 
President suspended sugar quotas, state- 
ments were made that the price of copper 
was too high, the Attorney General an- 
nounced he had drafted an anti-profiteer- 
ing bill, and Assistant Attorney General 
Arnold talked vaguely about the use of 
the anti-trust laws to prevent monopolis- 
tic control of prices. It is likely that the 
method of persuasion and threat, instead 
of legislation, will be used to keep prices 
at a ratio acceptable to the Administra- 
tion. It is interesting in this connection 
to note that the President is saying that 
prices are too low in the ease of a number 
of commodities including those from the 
farm. Up to this time, purchases made 
have had the effect of bringing inven- 
tories to their normal level, but increased 
buying by the belligerents will require 
their re-supply as well as expansion. It 
follows that all transportation agencies, 
particularly railroads, will have more 
freight, and communications likewise, 
will be called upon for greater service. 
All these developments, as said above, 
will be affected by the length of the war, 
and this factor must be constantly kept 
in mind in any attempt to evaluate the 
business situation and prospects.

Merchant Marine 

Not since the World War has America 
seen the spectacle of millions being 
poured into new merchant bottoms at the 
speed which has characterized the past 
two weeks. 

The Maritime Commission, on the one 
hand awarding contracts for 25 of its C-1 
type cargo ships and 6 C-2 type ships, has 
opened bids for 26 vessels on its own ac- 
count, plus three for Seas Shipping Com- 
pany and four for American Export 
Lines. 

Reason for the rush of orders is the 
desire of both the government and ship 
operators to get contracts placed before 
the war brings an inevitable boost: in 
construction prices. The orders by the 
commission and by the two operators 
represent no change in construction plans. 
The commission has committeed itself to 
construction of 500 ships, at the rate of 
about 50 a year, while the two lines were 
to have ordered the ships later as part 
of their individual replacement plans, 
partially financed by construction sub- 
sidies. 

toth are merely speeding up their pro 
grams to take advantage of present con- 
struction costs, 


Contracts Awarded 

Contracts for 25 C-1 vessels have been 
awarded this month. Five went to Beth 
lehem Steel Company’s Sparrows Point, 
Md., plant on a bid of $1,889,000 each; 
five went to Bethlehem’s San Francisco 
yard on a bid of $2,002,000 each; five to 
its Staten Island, N. Y., yard at $1,909,000 
each: five went to Western Pipe and Steel 
Company, San Francisco, Calif., at $2, 
127,000 each; and five to Seattle-Tacoma 
Shipbuilding Corporation, Seattle, at $2,- 
127,000 each. The 25 ships include both 
steam and diesel propelled types. 


Bids Opened 

Meanwhile, bids were opened 19 Sept. 
on 20 C-type cargo vessels, a design al- 
rendy represented by 20 ships now built 
or building. The award of contract for six 
of the C-2 ships was on the basis of these 
bids, award being made 24 hours after the 
bids were opened. 

Contract will be signed with Sun SB 
and DD Co., Chester, Pa., for six of the 
C-2’s at $2,227,000 each. This price was 
for direct drive Diesels, with modifica- 
tions in specifications suggested to the 
commission by ship operators. 

Other bidders on C-2’s, some of whom 
will probably receive contract for the 
other 14 (-2’s are: 

Federal SBR and DD Company, Kearny, 
N. J., $2,414,500 for each of eight steam pro 
pelled ships on a fixed price basis, and $2 
195,000 for each of eight on an adjusted price 
basis. 

Tampa SB and Engineering Company, 
Tampa, Fla., $2,150,000 for each of four Diesel 
genred drive vessels, fixed price, and $1,950,000 
for each of four, adjusted price. 

Ingalls SB Corporation, Birmingham, Ala., 
$2,442,000 for each of four Diesel geared drive 
vessels, fixed price, and $2,124,000 for each of 
four, adjusted price. 

Both Ingalls and Tampa stated that 
their yards would not permit them to ac- 
cept both contracts on the ©C-2’s and on 
other types, award of which is now pend 
ing before the commission.

Maritime Service training facilities 
will be open to 250 selected CCC enrollees 


who have been with that agency for at 
least one year, it was announced this 
week, as at the same time President 


Roosevelt made public an executive order 
which provided, among other things, 
that: 

“Enrollment and 
States Maritime 
and shall be open to all 
licensed personnel of the United States 
merchant marine who comply with the re 
quirements prescribed by the commission as 
well as to young American citizens between 
the ages of 18 and 23 years who desire to 
train for service in the American merchant 
marine and who qualify for such training 
under regulations prescribed by the commis

sion.’ 

This order was authorized by an 
amendment to the Merchant Marine Act 
passed this summer by Congress and was 
inspired largely by opposition of the Sail- 
ors’ Union of the Pacific (AFL) to the 
enrollment of any of its members in the 
Maritime Service. 

Since establishment of the Maritime 
Service two training stations, one at 
Hoffman’s Island, N. Y.. and the other at 
Government Island, Calif., have been es- 
tablished, with creation also of a station 
for licensed officers at Ft. Trambull, 
Conn. With the exception of licensed offi- 
cers, however, the Government Tsland sta- 
tion has housed only a handful of 
trainees, 

The Maritime Service is also attempt- 
ing to obtain from the Public Health Ser- 
vice its facilities at Tampa, Fla., for use 
as a training station. It is probable that 
many of the CCC enrollees will be sent 
there, though some will probably go to 
Government Island. 

Selection of enrollees will be made by 
the Army from CCC applicants. Three- 
fourths of the number will be between 18 
and 21 years of age; the remainder be- 
tween 21 and 23. The largest group will 
come from the Ninth Corps Area, where 
the S. U. P. is most active. Quotas for 
the Corps Areas are: First, 11: Second, 
10: Third, 18; Fourth, 35: Fifth, 16; 
Sixth, 28; Seventh, 36; Eighth, 38, and 
Ninth, 63. 

A 12-month course of instruction will 
be given the enrollees—about six months 
in training ships; about three months at 
training station, and about three months 
on a Coast Guard vessel.

“A rational survey of all known fight. 
ing values of the really modern air-craft 
carriers and a careful evaluation of prob. 
able and possible characteristics, shows 
that this type of vessel from 20,000 tong 
upward is capable of oceanic operations 
Perhaps the medium carriers of from 14, 
000 to 15,000 tons is to be similarly em. 
ployed. By contrast, the purpose of the 
small aircraft carrier, whose displace 
ment does not appreciably exceed 10,006 
tons, is not altogether clear. Inasmuch as 
these small carriers date from the earl 
post-war years, their size reflects the 
views of that day. For example, the 
tritish carrier Hermes, the first of he 
kind designed as such from the keel op 
up, is a surprisingly logical development 
of the technical possibilities of her time 
of design (aircraft performance, incom 
plete mastery of the technique of flight 
deck landings, status of naval archite 
ture and engineering). She was primarily 
intended for operations in the North Sea 
or Mediterranean. Today the North Sea 
at least its central and southern portions 
belongs to the ‘coastal belt? which can be 
commanded by shore-based aircraft. In 
such coastal areas successful employment 
of carriers appears very problematical, to 
suy the most, * ** * 

“The inevitable conclusion is that all 
desirable features of a carrier cannot \ 
combined in a hull displacing less thay 
20,000 tons. Any reduction in tonnage 
can only be accompanied at the expense 
of some vital characteristic, such as re 
duction in ship speed or plane carrying 
capacity. Such sacrifices are usually 
disproportionate that small carriers can 
hardly be considered equal to the de 
mands made upon this type of warship 
While it may be hard to prove in terms of 
figures, at least with the present available 


information, one may not be going far 
astray in stating that the American 


Ranger represents the lower size limit for 
an efficient carrier; even in this case her 
speed of 30.3 knots is just barely satis 
factory. * ** *This probably explains 
England’s decision to follow up the Ark 
Royal with four new carriers of 25,00 
tons each.”

Navy positions in Washington. Repre- 
eentative Melvin Maas, of Minn., ranking 
republican on the Committee, has already 
called upon Admiral Harold R. Stark, 
Chief of Naval Operations. Enroute to 
jdmiral Stark’s office, Mr. Maas declared 
that an immediate augmentation of 
American naval strength is essential. 

If Navy Yards and private facilities are 
dogged with commercial and naval craft 
ynder construction, Mr. Maas said, then 
the Government must expand existing 
facilities, construct new ones or reactiv- 
ate idle plants. Pointing to the position 
of the United States in view of the rap- 
idly changing international scene, Repre- 
vntative Maas declared that the United 
States must be prepared to defend itself 
from simultaneous attack from two direc- 
tions. 

Chairman Andrew J. May, of the House 
Military Affairs Committee, stated that | 
he expects to confer with General George 
(. Marshall, Chief of Staff of the Army, 
on the progress being made in motorizing 
and mechanizing the entire Initial Pro- 
tective Force. Mr. May also expressed 
deep concern over the strategic and 
critical material situation and, pointing 
to the disruption of world shipping by 
naval warfare, stated that it is impera- 
tive that the reserve stocks be built up 
before unrestricted commercial raiding 
vegins. Inasmuch as the geographical lo- 
cation of a major portion of these stra- 
tegie and critical materials is such that 
ownership may change over night, it is 
essential that steps be taken at once to 
insure that the United States may be self- 
sufficient until our own neglected sources 
can be exploited. 

Tremendously impressed with the 
dashing German drive into Poland, Mr. 
May is a strong advocate of increasing 
mechanization of the American Army. He 
also stated that the new “streamline” di- 
visional organization should be super- 
imposed on the American Army structure 
immediately in order that Army tactical 
doctrine may be standardized quickly. 
Thoroughly in accord with the Presi- 
dent’s increases in the armed forces, Mr. 
May declared that the President should 
go even further and mobilize to full 
weace-time strength, with full equipment. | 

On the Senate side, Senator Morris | 





Sheppard, Chairman of the Senate Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee, stated that no 
hasty over-mechanization and over-motor- 
vation should be done until full and com- 
plete reports on the German action in Po- 
land are available. He said that he does 
not intend to call a meeting of his com- 
mittee but will keep in close contact with 
military leaders. 

Senator David I. Walsh, Chairman of 
the Senate Naval Affairs Committee, left 
Washington immediately after the Presi- 
dent finished the neutrality message, pre- 
(uding any action in freeing the bill 
amending the Naval Selection Act of 1938. 
This bill is locked in conference between 
House and Senate conferees and it is un- 
likely that any conference action will be 
taken on at the special session. 

Representative Buell Snyder, Chairman 
of the Military Subcommittee of the 
House Appropriations Committee, said 
that he does not think his committee will 
have any work at this session. Regarding 
the regular 1940 War Department Appro- 
Priation Bill, Mr. Snyder said that his 
committee would begin hearings in De- 
ember as usual. 

However, Representative James 4G. 
Serugham, Chairman of the Naval Sub- 
committee of the House Appropriation 
Committee, said that he expected the ses- 
tion to last beyond discussion of neutral- 
lly and stated that if it does, he believes 
that his committee will begin hearings 
® the 1940 naval appropriation act much 
‘arlier than usual. 





Squalus Court 
Concluding its investigation into the 
‘inking of the submarine Squalus 23 May 
the Naval Court of Inquiry headed by 
Rear Adm. William T. Tarrant, USN, 
Publicly exonorated Lt. Oliver F. Naquin, 
‘mMmander of the ill-fated craft, from 
‘ny blame for the accident.

A preliminary re- 
port issued while salvagers still worked 
to raise the vessel stated that an open 
air induction valve probably was the 
cause of the accident. This finding is be- 
lieved to have been substantiated when 
the craft was inspected in dry dock.

Merchant Marine Situation 
turn in the situation of the 
marine in the European War 
wis observed this week—na decrease in 
the number of ships destroyed, both 
British and German. 

This factor muy be due to a 
of reasons. One is the fact that Britain 
is now escorting her merchant ships as 
much as possible. Again, Germany’s sub- 
marines may have for the most part been 
obliged to suspend operations while they 
refuel and rearm. If the escort is the 
reason, and it seems a logical one, Britain 
is paying dearly for its establishment, 
for it has caused the Empire to lose its 
first naval vessel, the aircraft carrier 
Courageous, torpedoed by a German sub- 
mersible. 

Another development of the week was 
the sinking of four British fishing 
trawlers, by submarines which used

shellfire in lieu of expensive torpedoes. 
The reason for this change in tactics by 
the Reich may be that, reluctant to at- 
tack conveys, she is striking at a vital 
element in Britain's food procurement. 

Not so new are further conflicting re- 
ports on the present location of the 
German super-liner Bremen which has 
not been sighted since she departed New 
York shortly before commencement 
the war. Now it is rumored that she is en- 
route to a British port, a lawful prize of 
war. Last week the report was equally 
positive that she had reached a neutral 


port, probably the Russian harbor of 
Murmansk.

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Army Enlisted Pay 

Senator Morris Sheppard, Chairman 
of the Senate Military Affairs Commit- 
tee, this week again voiced his belief that 
the pay of enlisted personnel of the Army 
should be increased, Citing the increases 
ordered in the Army, Senator Sheppard 
declared that in order to invite the en- 
listment of the type of personnel needed 
to man the increasingly motorized and 
mechanized material pay standards must 
be raised, 

He said that he is anxiously awaiting 
the report of G-1 of the Army General 
Staff on the recommendations of the In- 
terdepartmental Pay Committee. Senator 
Sheppard emphasized that, while it is 
essential that all puy scales be raised, 
the plight of Army enlisted personnel is 
the greatest problem. 

At the War Department, 
that press of other matters 
porarily removed Army pay

It is believed that the expansion of the 
Army, with the attendant increases in 
vrades and ratings, will somewhat con- 
tribute to relieve the pay injustices suf- 
fered by enlisted personnel. However, 
from indications given by the responsible 
Congressional leaders, it is apparent that 
no action on pay will be taken at the 
present session, It was pointed out that 
President Roosevelt has definitely indi- 
cated that he favors general pay increases 
for all of the services rather than spe- 
elalized legislation designed to benefit 
one class of the armed forces, In light 
of this fact, a protracted series of hear- 
ings on the pay situation by either the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee or a

Army Expansion 

In response to numerous inquiries re- 
garding the expansion of the Regular 
Army and the National Guard, and re- 
lated matters, the War Department has 
issued the following statement: 

“The expansion of the Regular Army 
and the National Guard recently author- 
ized by the President in his Executive 
Order of 8 Sept. 1939, is being carried out 
entirely on a voluntary basis ; that is, not 
only are enlistments in the Regular Army 
voluntary, but also the increase of the 
National Guard remains within the dis- 
cretion of the Governors of the respective 
states. The War Department does not in- 
tend calling into service the 238,000 men 
now on the rolls of the Regular Army Re- 
serve, authorized by the 75th Congress. 
This force is composed of men who have 
served in the ranks of the Regular Army 
and who at the present time presumably 
are settled in civil life, but who have 
voluntarily enrolled in the Regular Army 
Reserve. It is the policy to hold this 
trained personnel available for quick call 
when it is evident that their services are 
actually needed to meet a critical emer- 
gency.” 





Tanks and Cavalry in Europe 

A review of some of the outstanding 
recent French mechanizations reveals a 
number of interesting developments. For 
distant reconnaissance, a 60 km per hour 
armored car has been developed. This 
car bas an average speed of 40 km per 
hour and a range of about 200 km. Its 
armament consist of a 37 mm. cannon, 
two machine guns of alternate calibres, 
and the arms of its crew. A wheeled ve- 
hicle of 61% tons, it carries a crew of four 
(car chief, gunner, driver and assistant 
driver). It has great mobility on roads 





and is admirably built for 
These cars operate in conjunction with 
motorcycle detachments. 

For shorter distance reconnaissance, a 
slightly slower car, 55 km. per hour, has 
been developed. This car is capable of 
cross country work at a speed of 17 km. 
and carries a crew of two. It is a car for 
specialists, for a number of duties de- 
volve on its two-man crew. Operating 
on tracks, the 6 ton vehicle has only ma- 
chine gun armament. 

In heavier types, we find the armored 
combat car. Hard-hitting, this car has a 
speed of 50 km. (top) and cruises over 
roads at 30 km. Cross-country it is cap- 
able of 15 km. Its weight is 12 tons and 
it carries a three-man crew which operate 
a 37 mm. cannon and machine guns. As 
in the case of the short distance recon- 
naissance car, a crew of specialists is 
needed to carry out the multiplicity of 
tasks. 

As the French pound the outer de- 
fenses of the Siegfried line, consideration 
of the heavy tanks being used would be 
helpful. Anticipating just such action, 
the French have developed four heavy 
tanks. The first of these weighs 20 tons 
empty and 22 tons loaded. It is 18.6 feet 
long and fairly heavily armed. It car- 
ries one 47 mm. cannon, and two 7.5 mm. 
machine guns. It has an armor protec- 
tion of a 40 mm. cast steel turret with 
lighter armor elsewhere. Its top speed is 
28 mph. and it operates on tracks. The 
fighting compartment is forward and 
separated from the engine compartment 
by fire proof walis. 

The second of these is a medium tank, 
weighing 15 tons empty and 17 tons 
loaded, with an over-all length of 14.8 
feet. This tank mounts a 37 mm. cannon 
and a 7.5 mm. machine gun in a turret 
which completely revolves.

Its minimum armor 
is .985 inches and it carries a crew of 
three. A range of 125 miles is claimed 
with a top speed of 28 mph. 

A tank, designated as the Super “B” j, 
in initial production. It has a weight of 
between 29 and 25 tons, a length of 2 
feet and carries one 75 mm. gun. Lighter 
armament consists of a 47 mm. gun and 
two 7.5 mm. machine guns. The 75 ang 
one machine gun are mounted to the right 
of the driver, while the 47 mm. gun ang 
another machine gun are mounted in the 
turret. The tank carries a four may 
crew. 

An experimental tank of 70 tons is be 
ing developed. This tank, carrying ay 
unannounced crew, would also mount 4 
7 mm, cannon in addition to four ma 
chine guns. 

Experiments are being carried forward 
on a diesel engined 4-ton tank, similar to 
the Renault ZB tank described below. 

The Renault tank weighs 4.41 tons 
loaded and has an overall length of 105 
feet. Its armament consists of one 75 
mm. machine gun and a 37 mm. cannop 
It carries a crew of two and has a range 
of 125 miles at 28 mph. 

Including troops in North Africa, the

Germany is in a state of flux with 
gard to cavalry. A short while ago, the 
German command abolished cavalry as@ 
separate arm and the cavalry was incor 
porated into the Schnelle Truppen (fast 
troops). The Schnelle Truppen consists 
of tank troops, cavalry, motorized recot- 
naissance battalions and motorized rifi 
regiments. Only in East Prussia was 
horse cavalry maintained and this was 
on a reduced scale with only three reg 
ments operating. In the winter of 37-3 
a division was organized in East Prussia 
and latest advices indicate that two @ 
visions have been formed. Pictures fro 
the war zone indicate that these troop 
are in action. Germany’s decision to # 
further with horse cavalry was no doubt 
motivated by the realization that the 
campaign east of the Vistula would 
quire horse cavalry and that, followibt 
the partitioning of Poland, horse cavalt 
would be needed for border patrols wl! 
good roads can be established.
